Gentlemen: — I have  used  your  Asparagus 
plants  for  three  years,  setting  about  seven 
acres,  and  I take  pleasure  in  recommending 
them  to  all  asparagus  growers.  The  roots 
were  uniform  in  size,  consequently  an  even 
growth  over  the  entire  field,  making  a three 
foot  growth  the  first  season,  and  a seven  foot 
growth  as  one-year-old  plants.  The  Reading 
Giant  seems  to  grow  larger  and  taller  than 
the  Giant  Argenteuil.  which  seems  to  spread 
faster,  there  being  twice  as  many  stalks  as 
in  the  Reading  Giant.  I think  for  fancy  as- 
paragus the  Reading  Giant  will  be  the  leader.
